DEATH MYSTERY 

ENTRAPS DOCTOR. 
Indictment for Murder Voted 
Against. B. F. Brayfield of 


Mulkeytown, and Whole 
Hamlet Is Aroused. 


SUSPECT INSURANCE PLOT 


M. W. Whittemore, vhicago Law- 


yer, Forces Inquiry After Pay- 
ment Is Demanded on 
Two Policies. 


A mystery shrouding two deaths a few 
days apart in two prominent families has 
rent asunder the peaceful life of Mulkey- 
town, a hamlet in Franklin county, in the 
southern part of the state. 

After several months of emoldering sus- 
picions and attempts to suppress the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the tragedy, an in- 
vestigation, recently instituted, culminated 
yesterday in the voting of an indictment for 
murder against Dr. B. F. Brayfield, one of 
the most prominent members of the commu- 
nity and well known for two decades in 
southern Illinois. He is ch with 
ing Reuben F. Parrish, mg ol —— 
railway agent at Mulkeytown. 


No Inquests Held. 

Four days after the death of Parrish, who 
Was attended in his illness only by Dr. Bray- 
field, the wife of the physician also died. Dr. 
Brayfield issued death certificates in each 
case, assigning a natural cause, and no in- 
quests were held. 

Another indictment charging forgery was 
voted against Dr. Brayfield in connection 
with the steps he took to collect 62.000 life 
insurance carried by his wife in the Royal 
Neighbors of America. He is socused of 
signing the name of Justice of the Peace Har- 
rison to a letter advising the fraternal $rder 
that there was no reason why the policy 
should not be paid. Parrish had a policy in 
the Modern Woodmen for $1,000. 

The Franklin county grand jury, which is 
in session at Benton, probably will return 
these indictments into Judge J. R.Creighton’s 
court today or tomorrow. The body still is 
investigating the mysterious affair, however, 
and other indictments may follow. 


Chicago Lawyer Suspicious. 

The investigation resulting in grand jury 
action was forced by Myron W. Whittemore, 
a Chicago lawyer who ie special counsel for 
the Modern Woodmen and the Royal Neigh- 
bors. He investigated the applications made 
by Dr. Brayfield and Mrs> Parrish for the 
peyment of their respective policies and dis- 
covered a peculiar state of affairs which 


to.withheld | indefinitely, 
The Modern Woodmen aid in the prosecu- 
tion of the physician end any other persons 
who subsequently may Be indicted im . 
nection with the affair. 

Parrish, who was 80 years old, formerly 
lived at Richview, Il, and moved to Mulkey- 
town less than a year ago to take charge of 
the Illinois Central station on the EI Dorado 
branch of the road. Mrs. Parrish is an at- 
tractive young woman and the couple was at 
once admitted to the social life of the villege. 


Often Seen with Mrs. Parrish. 

The Brayfields and the Parrishes soon were 
on friendly terma, and, according to state- 
ments made by residents of the village dur- 
img the recent investigation, the physician 
and the wife of the railroad agent often 
were seen together. Dr. Brayfield is 45 years 
old and Mrs. Brayfield was his second wife. 

During the first week of last March Parrish 
was taken ill and Mrs. Parrish summoned 
Dr. Brayfield. The railroad man continued 
to grow worse until on March 11 it was an- 
nounced that he could not recover. Other 
physicians were called in and, according to 
their statements, they found the case a mys- 
terious one. Parrish died that night and 
Dr. Brayfield issued a death certificate, as- 
signing the cause of death to obstruction of 
the bowels. 

No inquest was held and the body of Par- 
riah was taken to Richview and buried. 


Wife’s Death Follows Quickly. 

On the day Parrish died Mrs. Brayfield 
was taken ill. She was attended only by her 
hueband. On March 15, two days after the 
burial of Parrish, she died, and Dr. Brayfield 
igsued a death certificate, assigning natural 
causes. No inquest was held. 

Shortly after this Dr. Brayfield applied for 
the payment of his wife's insurance policy 
and Mrs. Parrish applied for the payment. 
of her husband's. : 

Attorney Whittemore went to Mulkey- 
town to verify the deaths, and soon came 
into possession of facts that caused him to 
lay the matter before W. P. Seeber, the 
state’s attorney of Franklin county, at Ben- 
ton. The evidence also was submitted to 
Judge Creighton, with the result that the 
whole affair was presented to the grand 
jury. 

Thinks Parrish Was Poisoned. 

“I believe Parrish died of poison,” said 
Mr. Whittemore last night. “This case 
came to my notice last spring when applica- 
tion was made by Dr. Brayfield and Mrs. 
Parrish for the payment of the policies. I 
went to Mulkeytown to verify the deaths 
and the signatures to the policies, and was 
astounded by the situation I discovered.“

VIENNA, Dec. 1.—For three hours this 
evening Vienna blazed with light as never 
before. The eleborate and extensive um- 
inating devices installed to grace the em- 
| peror’s jubilee were lighted up for the first 
time, and the effect was astonishing. 
The cathedral was decorated and sixteen 
searchlights that were focused on the tower- 
ing spire threw it into striking relief against 
the dark sky. . 

The gateway of the hofburg was wonderful- 
| ly muninated with electric lights, surmount- 
ed by a sunburst of gaslights twenty-five feet 
in diameter. In front of the gateway col- 
ume seventy feet high were erected. These 
were covered with electric lamps, meking 
huge pillars of light. 

megnificent city hall was outlined in 
electric lights and the towers were shown 
up by searchlights. 


Public and Private Dlumination. 

' Every public building was lined with elec- 
tric and gas lights, and many commercial 
and private buildings were similarly illu- 
minated. There was hardly a house, how- 
ever humble, but that displayed lighted can- 
dies in every window. 

The immense crowds, whose numbers at 
the most attractive points made movement 
at timed impossible, were almost blinded by 
the blase. a a 

It is ‘figured the illuminations cost nearly 
$250,000, while probably no fewer than 2,000,- 
000 candles were used im windows. 


Some Are Crushed to Death. 

The pressure of the enormous crowds in the 
streets caused a number of serious accidents. 
Four persons, one a pardamentary deputy, 
were killed and a hundred or more injured, 
forty of them seriously. 

At one time a panic ensued directly in front 
of the Hofburg, where the crowds converged 
from three directions. Hundreds were 
trampled to the ground, among them ‘being 
Pariiamentary Deputy Hols] and a wom-~ 
an, both of whom were crushed to death. 
The emperor was deeply affected by the 
unfortunate result of the day’s rejoicings.. 
The authorities took all possible precaution- 
ary measures, such as entirely stopping ve- 
hicular traffic after sunset, but were unable 
to cope with the enormouscrowds. It is esti- 
mated that there were fully 1,500,000 people 
in the streets. 


Casualty List Even Greater. 

It is believed that in addition to the official 
list of killed and injured many others were 
injured but were able to reach their homes. 

Tiluminations and festivities were general 
throughout the provincial towns. Tomorrow's 
Gazette will name 3,400 persons in all classes 
who will receive titles, decorations, and pro- 
motions in honor of the jubilee.

TRY STATE COURTS FIRST. 

The United States Supreme court has 
reaffirmed the doctrine that a railroad 
which disputes the lawfulness of the leg- 
islation of a state must exhaust its rem- 
edies in the courts of that state before 
applying for relief to the federal courts. 
In a case decided this week Virginia rall- 
roads, which alleged that the passenger 
rate of 2 cents a mile prescribed by the 
state railroad commission was confie- 
catory, were told that they must go to 
the Court of Appeals of Virginia for re- 
dress and not apply to a federal court 
until the state tribunal should have re- 
fused it. 

The railroads do not agree with the 
United States Supreme court. When a 
state legislature or commission orders a 
reduction of rates the roads affected pre 
fer to fly to a federal judge and get an 
injunction. Otherwise they would have 
to go through the state courts and then 
go to a federal judge. If they obeyed 
the law while litigating and K was final- 
ly held unjust, they would be out of 
pocket. It they did not obey it they 
might incur heavy penalties. Naturally 
they prefer the less expensive federal 
short cut to a final decision. 

The attitude of the Supreme court may 
inconvenience, the railroads occasionally, 
but it will prevent irritation and discon- 
tent far more serious than that ineon- 
venience. It is natural that the people 
of, a state should resent the utter ignor 
ing of its courts by a railroad which 
questions the lawfulness of one of its

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COLLEGE BRED MEN AND CRIME. 

Marengo, III., Dec. 1.—- [Editor of The Trib- 
une. I—In Tun Tribune of Nov. 16, under the 
heading Colleges Blamed for Crime, you 
report some sayings by Evangelist K. C. 
Mercer to the students of the Northwestern 
university, in Evanston, that are se astound~ 
ing in their exaggeration that they ought not 
to go uncontradicted. 

One statement at the end of the second 
paragraph reads: “Seventy-five per cent of 
the prisoners in Sing Sing prison are college 
bred men.” Recognizing it, as most people 
of intelligence will do, as a gross exaggera- 
tion, I wrote to the warden of Sing Sing and 
have just received his reply, which follows: 

Dear Sir—Replying to your favor of the 1¢th 
instant, I beg to say that on Oct. 1, 1008, there 
were 1,600 prisoners confined in this institut ton. 
Of this number twenty-six claimed to have had an 
\ucademic or college education, 1,058 a common 
school education, and 431 no education at ail.

more than attendance on some or all of the 
grades and that the twenty+six who “claimed 
to have had a college education may not all 
have been what we would call“ college bred 
men,” the statement of Mr. Mercer is seen 
to be incorrect.

Efforts 40 wart of the bull clique of 
Produce men to advance further the price of 
butter will encounter vigorous opposition 
from consumers in general, dealers say, and 
it is possible the federal authorities will take 
action in the matter. 

The alleged combine, which, it 10 claimed, 
has extended its operations in storage but- 
ter to all the leading markets of the country, 
is said to be composed of dealers in several 
states. This possibly would bring it within 
the jurisdiction of the Sherman anti-trust 
law in case values were raised arbitrarily. 

The suggestion that the Sherman law might 
apply to this case was commented on by 
United States District Attorney Sims, who 
said that although the federal authorities 
had never to his knowledge investigated com- 
bines seeking to contro} the butter market, 
the anti-trust statute was framed to protect 
the consumer from unjust conditions. 

“If a conspiracy in restraint of trade, at- 

interstate commerce, were shown to 
exist, it undoubtedly would be prosecuted 
promptly by thie office or some other branch 
of the government,“ said Mr. Sims. It is 
the policy of this Office to investigate without 
delay all meritorious complaints brought to 
Its attention.” © 


* Remedy Suggested. 

The removal of restrictions on the produc- 
tion of oleomargarine, which were placed o 
the statute books largely through the eff ss 
of butter. dealers, also was suggested as a 
feasible mode of curbing the manipulators. 
At the present time the high prices prevail- 
ing lor butter are making it possible for manu- 
facturers of various brands of oleomargarine 
to make good profits, and it is believed that 
even if the restrictive taxes are not removed 
} it Will be possible for the public to obtain 
healthful substitutes for butter at am ab- 
normal price. 


That the present extravagant prices for 
butter are not warranted by conditions is 
shown by the statement of local stocks out- 
side of cold storage. These supplies were 
estimated at 4,820 tubs on Nov. 1, compared to 
3,577 tubs on the same date last year.

- CALLS FOR FO NDS 


Department of Agricalgure to 
Ask Congress for $500,000 
to Stop Disease. 


FAIL TO FIND THE ORIGIN. 


Expert Inspectors Troubled in 
Locating Source of Foot and 
Mouth Disease. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 1.—So expensive 
has been the campaign of the department of 
agriculture against the foot and mouth dis- 
ease, prevalent among herds of cattle in 
New York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, and 
Maryland, that Secretary Wileon soon will 
ask congress for an emergeney appropria- 
tion of $500.000 for this work. 

‘While the experts have not been able to 
satisfy themselves as to the origin of the 
disease in this country, the slaughter of 
herds ie being continued with a view of 
eradicating the affection. The United States 
government is called upon to pay two-thirds 
of the appraised value of the cattle, the state 
bearing the rest. Not only is this item of 
expenditure summing up into big figures, but 
the cost of disinfecting ses ie paid by 
the federal government and is enormous. 

When the disease affected the cattle in New 
England $300,000 was spent in freeing the 
country from it, but in that cage little trouble 
was encountered in. ascertaining the origin, 


so successful. 

It ts believed that the disease will be ex- 
terminated at a cost to the government of 
$500,000, but that this sum will not begin to 
measure the loss occasioned by the outbreak. 
Dealers in the quarantined states are ap- 
pealing to the department daily for perm!s- 
sion. te fulfill contracts, whose forfeiture 
means the loss of thousands Of dollars, but 
the department cannot find aewer clear to 


grant relief. 


Canada Draws Lines Tighter. 
Detroit, Mich., Dec. 1A rumor that there 
are cases of foot and mouth: disease among 
cattle in Eseex county, Ontario, has brought 
nearly a score of Canadian government in- 
spectors to Windsor, Ontario, today and re- 
sulted in an order to Collector of Customs 
Smith at Windsor to bar from landing at that 
port from the American side of the Detroit 
river every kind of vehicle. Automobile 
trucks were barred yésterday and today the 
order. was extended te cover touring cars. 
Horse drawn vehicles have been barred from 
entrance since the quarantine was ordered 
against the state of Michigan by Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson. The Canadian in-

Canada. The shorthorn was first brought to 
America in 1792, being the oldest breed im- 
ported.

Salt Lake City, Utah, Dec. 1 ~The old white 
bridge over the Jordan river is being dis- 
mant led.

The builders of the bridge had neither nails, 
rivéte nor irom bolita, but used wooden pegs 
for fastenings to euch good advantage that 
the structure has been in constant service for 
more than fifty yeare.
